P ohanlzation of the Krivoy Hog Iron-Ore Baeinhas already exceeded the 
prewar level. The basic operations of conveying, hauling, and loading Into 
railroad oars have been mechanized. These operations employ a large number 
of very Important types of machinery, such as rabbler ho lets, drilling havers, 
loading machines, electric locomotives, and excavators. 

However, maty Important operations are still done by hand or are poorly 
mechanized. Among these operations are bracing of horizontal and vertical pits, 
removal of gang’je during sinking and s taping of shafts, hand operation of pneu- 
matic drills, separation of debris on screening machines, and removal of ore 
from chute drawers . Thirty percent of all drilling operations and 70 percent 
of ore and ganguo removal operations are done by hsnd. Auxiliary proceeds, 
such as preparation and Installation of reinforcement in the s’\bstsgvs, supply- 
ing of tools and materials, and maneuvering work, are poorly meohanlzed. 

Mechanization of loading and unloading operations is especially inadequate. 
Cnly the unloading of heavy timbers is done by crane. Last year, inefficient 
unloading of freight oars cost the "Hr I v be s erode" (Xirlvoy Hog Ore Basin) Trust 
110,000 rubles.

Thw* old method of cutting ore in the Krlvoy Bog Basin was by pneumatic 
hanmer. A hydromechanical method was introduced for the first time in the 
world In Mine Ho 12 imenl Voroshilov L -*:nganeee Mines Ho 8 and 12 used a 
hydroma ohani cal method up to the beginning of World War II. 

The Kar^vnets (Manganese) Basin mines were exploited from 1939 through 
the first half of 1941 wity two special pieces of equipment and results showed 
that hydroma 1 ib An leal methods greatly reduced costs of production and lessened 
the wo rk oi the concentrating plant. 
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Before the war a number of authorities were interested in extending 
hydroaseehanical Methods of mining in the Marganets Basin. These included 
"G-lavruda" (Main Ore Administration), the Hydroma hanitation Trust of the 
Honferreua Metals Institute (manager, Professor Kholin), the Institute of 
Machining, and the Ore l&^r^ntai Station of the Xritoy Bog Scientific 
Be search Institute* The Institute of lining. Academy of Sciences rSSK was 
in charge of the general management of the work. The practical work tras 
animated to two engineers, Shokr in and II 1 inekiy. These engineers are 
both in Krtvoy Bog at present. Pit lo 5 of the Iron Mine lmenl Il’ich is 
being exploited by the hydraaechanical method but little is being done to 
apply this Method to the manganese mines. *HikopoX’ -Marganets* Trust and 
‘•(Jlavruda* are boing held responsible.
